valid one. Most dentists and 
technicians are unhappy about 
exposing patients to X rays 
because they themselves are 
exposed in the taking of them.

In a well-run dental prac- 


tice, a patient's mouth health 
is a continuing responsibility 
for the dentist. Every patient 
gets his teeth cleaned two, 
three or four times a year; 
his mouth is examined thor- 
oughly at least once a year.

Jack Johnson—Li'l Arthur- 
caused alarum with his carousing and had every boxing pro- 
moter in the world searching for the great "white hope." 
Max Schmeling wasn't a model of public acceptance when 
he won the title from Jack Sharkey by clutching his groin 
and yelling, "foul."

Jack Dempsey, revered for the last 40 years as a gentle- 


man and champion, was the most hated fighter of his time. 
During World War 1, he was reviled as a draft dodger and 
despised as a dirty fighter (Jess Willard still claimed, a life- 
time later, that Dempsey's fists were loaded with plaster of 
paris in Toledo). 


Jack wiped out the first charge as a Coast Guard officer In 


World War II, and gallant courage erased the other stigma. 


A thoroughly beaten Dempsey went home after absorbing 


a tattoo on his face for 10 rounds from Gene Tunney, and his 
wife took a look at the lumpy mess and asked what happened. 


"I forgot to duck, Edna," said Jack simply. 
I can't imagine Cassius Clay, or Muhammed All or by any 


other name, reacting with such humility. When it comes to 
unpopularity in the ring, he's something else again. 


No one disputes Ali Babble's claim that he's the greatest 


fighter in the world, maybe even the prettiest. His domina- 
tion of Ernie Terrell in the Houston Astrodome was utter 
and proved again there's no one around who can touch him, 
figuratively or otherwise. His conduct was despicable. 


Even before the Marquis of Queensbury formalized such 


niceties as the three-minute round and no fair hitting a man 
when he's down (He also specified, "No shoes or boots with 
springs allowed."), a boxing contest was designed as a fair 
match between two men, using their fists to assert physical 
superiority. It was not meant as a forum for hysterical out- 
bursts and espousal of extremist beliefs. 


Clay's tastelessness demeans a sport that in its purest form 


excites the most primitive emotions in man, and his excel- 
lence as a performer no longer is an excuse for his poor 
grace. 


He is hardly more dominant in his own time than men like 


Dempsey, Joe Louis and Rocky Marciano were in the eras 
when they ruled the heavyweight division without serious 
challenge. 


The difference is that despite divergent personalities, they 


carried their titles as the best in the world with innate dignity 
and an intuitive ability to say the right thing. Their actions, 
in and out of the ring, implied a sense of obligation that 
being a champion meant acting like a champion. This in- 
cluded normal respect for men engaged in the same tough 
way of making a living. 


Ernie Terrell was a courageous challenger against Clay. 


He absorbed punishment for 15 rounds, the last seven or 
eight with puffed eyes that limited his vision and impaired 
his ability to parry Clay's punches. He never acted like he 
wanted to quit, although it would have been a simple and 
excusable act. 


Clay, obviously superior, set out to humiliate him by design. 


His disdain was audible. "What's my name?" He yelled be- 
tw.een flurries of punches. Before the fight, Terrell had re- 
fused to call Clay by his Muslim name, Muhammad Ali. He's 
no different than many writers and announcers who can't 
reconcile themself to Clay's adopted—not legally changed, 
incidentally—name. 


After the fight, Clay suddenly called his opponent a dog 


and skipped the usual platitudes about it "was a tough fight, 
mom," to affirm his allegiance to Elijah Muhammad, a little 
old man from Chicago who shares in the action.

NEW YORK—(NEA)—Michael Burke wears Oxfordian col- 


lars, dark blue suits with barely audible white pinstripes tail- 
ored dashingly to continental fashion, and his graying hair 
sweeps in a razor cut over his ears. Mike Burke also rides 
the Lexington Avenue subway from his apartment on East 
93rd Street to Yankee Stadium (in fact, he doesn't own a car), 
and talks with relish about being clobbered by a big Michigan 
end on the playing fields of Penn 30 years ago. 


The anomaly of Mike Burke fits the new picture of the 


New York Yankees, for whom he now serves as president and 
chairman of the board. The pin-striped Yankees (blue on 
white), who stood for austere class, have stooped to the level 
of the common man and will now indulge in such plebeian 
practices as autograph parties in the lobby—a different player 
does a turn every day for 45 minutes—and the installation of 
contoured glass fiber seats in the bleachers. 


Most of it is the doing of Burke, who is a corporate vice- 


president of the Columbia Broadcasting System and once 
jumped agents into Germany for the OSS during World War 
II. For breakfast, he'll rely on the continental standby of 
brioche and coffee in the Edwardian Room of the Plaza, but 
in the early evening at the stadium, it'll be hot dog and 
mustard.
